London, January 4.—Every available 
prominent speaker of both parties, as 
well aS a host of minor men, were en- 
gaged tonight in addressing political 
meetings in variOus parts of the coun- 
try. 

Poking Fun at Peers. 

Premier Asquith at a meeting at 
Brighton. from which women were ex- 
cluded, and Chancellor Lioyd-George 


at two meetings in’ London, made a 
great play at the expense of the peers’ 
oratorical campaign. The premier 
thought that if the peers could only 
be induced to prolong this campaign 
another fortnight at thé same rate as 
to volume and venom, the liberals might 
almost be content to hold their tongues 
“altogether. 

The chancellor expresed the belief 
that the peers seemed to think that 
the house of cOmmons was an assem- 
bly of lunatics and that the peers were 
their keepers. The peers, he said, were 
walking through the valley of hu- 
miltation, in order to find work for 
the unemployed. 

The chancellor also caused great 
laughter by describing his budget as 
simply a revised and enlarged edition 
of Kipling’s ballad, “Cook's Sons, 
Duke's Sons. Sons of the Belted Earl, 
Pay. Pay, Pay.” 


Arthur J..Baltfour. leader of the op- 
position in the house of commons, 
speaking at Hanwell, said that 1910 
would remain itn the history of the em- 
pire as the struggle which might last 
for years, perhaps generations, and be- 
come a dominant influence upon all 
that they. as citizens, held most dear. 

This tone in Mr. Balfour's utterances 
on previous occasions has been coOm- 
mented upon as an indication that*he 
realizes the hopelessness of a unionist 
victory in the coming elecffons. 

The Marauls of Londonderry. 
address at Belfast. declared that the 
unionists would rather Occupy the op- 
position position till the crack of doom 
than hold offfce for five minutes de- 
pendent upon the Irish vote. 

Pro-Consuls Against People. 

The Rev. Robert Forman Horton, 
pastor of the Lyndhurst = Church, 
Hampstead, addressing a _ political 
gathering at that place tonight, made 
an interesting contribution to the 
controversy. He believed that the 
real leaders in the present situation 
were not Landsdowne and Balfour, but 
Curzon, Milner and perhaps Cromer, 
all men trained in governing subject 
races, who had returned to England 
imbued with the idea of renouncing 
the representative principles of gov- 
ernment which they had learned to 
disregard elsewhere. 

The speaker then reminded his hear- 
ers of the curious parallel in the 
overthrow of the Roman empire by 
the pro-consuls who returned from 
their admirably administered prov- 
inces filled with impatience at the 
popular government which had ap- 
pointed them. He warned the British 
peopie that unless they bestirred 
themselves history would repeat it- 
“ pelt. 

First Tragedy of Campaign, 

Leeds, Eng., January 4.—The first 
fatality in England to result from 
a suffragette disturbance occurred to- 
night when Alfred Hudson, a police- 
man, died from injuries received dur- 
ing a riot outside the coliseum on 
August 10. last. i 

Sir Edward Grey, the foreign sec- 
retary, was addressing a mass meet- 
ing inside the building. An attempt 
on the part of a large force of suf- 
fragettes to enter precipitated a riot, 
in which Hudson was injured inter- 
nally.

MAY NOT STRIKE SOUTH 


By the Time Storm Has Trav- 
eled to the Southern Atlantic 
States the Snow May Be Turn- 
ing to Rain--Mercury Already 
Dropping Towards Zero in 


New York. 


Washington, January 4.—Out of the 
coming a severe blizzard, 
which, by tomrrow night, will hold 
the Atlantic coast in its grip. It is 
central tonight over Missour!, with 
exceedingly heavy snows in the upper 
Mississippi valley, and snow and high 
winds over the lake region and the 
Ohio valley. 

According to 
the weather bureau, the fury 
storm may be somewhat broken in 
the southern Atlantic states by the 
time it has traveled over the broken 
ridges of the Appalachian mountain 
chain, the snow probably turning to 
rain in those states. In the northern 
states, however, the outlook is for a 
severe cold snap by tomorrow night.

Des Moines, Iowa, January 4.-—A 
blinding snowstorm, which prevented 
him from seeing ahead, caused the 
engineer of the westbound Rocky 
Mountain Limited, on the Rock Island, 
to run his engine into an extra Wa- 
bash freight train today.

¢1.000.000 IN DEPOSITS 


CONTROLLED BY MORGAN 


New York,. January 4-—Pierpont 
Morgan and associates may control, 
through further trust company mergers 
in New York under consideration, the 
enormous sum of $210,000,000 in de- 
posits alone. This is approximately 
$25,000,000 more than the deposits of the 
National City bank of this city, the 
largest financial institution in the 
United States. 

Reports of additional trust company 
consolidations are given credence in 
view of yesterday's announcement of 
the merger by J. P. Morgan & Co: of 
the Guaranty Trust, Morton Trust and 
Fifth Avenue Trust companies, with 
combined deposits of about $150,000,000. 
This brought a revival in the financial 
district of rumors embracing the Bank- 


ers’ Trust and the Manhattan Trust 
companies in ‘the same combination. 
There were definite rumors that the 
Mercantile Trust Company and the 
Equitable Trust Company eventually 
will be taken into some sort of a pow- 
erful alliance. 

Relations between the Morgan inter- 
ests and the Manhattan Trust Company 
have almost been intimate, though the 
latter is not.regarded as a Morgan ap- 
pendange. 

Deposits of the Bankers’ Trust ag- 
gregate $46,500,000, and those of the 
Manhattan Trust $13,400.00, so that the 
two companies, if combined with those 
now known in process of absorption by 
“J. P. Morgan and associates,” would 
total im deposits more than $200,000,000.

GREEDY FLAMES — 


GUT STOCKYARDS 


One Man Reported to 
Have Lost Life. 


Fire at the Shippey Bros. & 
White Co. Stock Yards, Start- 
ing at Busy Time of Day, At- 
tracts Large Crowd to Scene. 
Loss May Reach $14,000. 


Fire totally destroyed the Shippey 
Brothers & White Co.'s stock yards, 
covering a larger portion of the tri- 
angular block of property at Peters 
street, Fair street and the Southern 
railroad, at 4:30 o'clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon, and for a time adjoining prop- 
erty was seriously threatened. It is 
believed the fire was started by a 
spark from a passing locomotive. The 
property loss entailed is variously esti- 
mated at between $8.000 and $14,000, 
with partial insurance. 

The two large wooden buildings 
owned by Shippey Brothers & White 
Co. were burned to the ground. The 
F. J. Cooledge glass plant was saved. 
The building occupied by the American 
Machinery Company, at Fair and Pe- 
ters streets, was slightly damaged. 
The near beer saloon and meat market 
operated by A. B. Pitts was partly de- 
Stroyed, as was a barber’ shop, near 
beer saloon and restaurant adjoining, 
owned by J. K. Shippey. 

The fire, originating during the 
busiest part of the afternoon, attracted 
a large crowd to the scene. Fire Chief 
Cummings, getting up from his bed, 
where he has been {ll with la grippe, 
personally directed the fight. 

Electric wires running down Fair 
Street, carrying a high voltage, were 
badly damaged, and the entire current 
on the south side of the city was crip- 
pled. 

T. J. Lokey, the bookkeeper, was in 
the office at the time, and barely had 
time to leave with his ledgers before 
the roof fell in. 

So quickly did the flames spread 
that the entire building wag one solid 
mass of fire when the department re- 
Sponded to the alarm. The flames were 
fought from the top of the Peters 
street stores, from the railroad en- 
trance and from Fair street. 

It was rumored that one white mah, 
thought at first to have been J. K. 
Shippey, president of the firm, had lost 
his life by entering the burning build- 
ings in an attempt to save the stock. 
It developed that Mr. Shippey was at 
his residence, however, at the time tho 
fire occurred. H.J. Toland, one of the 
proprietors of a meat market at 143 
Peters street, had a narrow escape in 
helping to liberate the cattle. It wags 
he who stated that a man whom he 
took to be Mr. Shippey, entered the 
burning barn for a second time and 
never returned. .

INCREASE IN COST OF LIVING 
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WILL BE PROBED BY CONGRESS 


Washington, January 4.—The  in- 
creased cost of living was the subject 
of a concurrent resolution offered in 
the house today by Representative 
Hull,, of Tennessee, It provides for a 
joint committee of seven members of 
the house and five members of the sen- 
ate to investigate conditions and re- 
port upon them, and as to what reme- 
dies may be effected through legisla- 
tion. 

The resolution sets forth that during 
the past twelve months there has been 
a rise in the prices of commodities of 
from 11 to 30 per cent and during the 
past thirteen years of more than 55 
per cent, which is entlrely dispropor- 
tionate to the increase in wages, mak- 
ing it difficult for millions of people 
to procure food, clothing and shelter, 


consistent with their needs. 
The. resolution charges the Payne 


tariff bill with being a large factor in 
the rise of prices of necessities through 
permitting trusts to monopolize prod- 
ucts and raise prices. Sugar, meats, 
woolen and cotton goods, wearing ap- 
parel in general and, in fact, most of 
the necessities of life are mentioned as 
being extortionately inoreased in price. 
By the terms of the resolution the 
committee is authorized to sit any- 
where and administer oaths to wit- 
nesses, 

In consonance with the resolution in- 
troduced by Representative Hull, Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wilson has or- 
dered a sweeping inquiry into the cost 
of living in the United States. “I real- 
ize,” said Secretary Wilson, “that we 
have undertaken a big contract, but we 
can carry it out. We have the men 
and we have the money, to paraphrase 
a famous statement, and the work will 
be done thoroughly.”

So Declares Adair, of In- 
diana, in House. 


Adair Says if Taft Can’t Save 
a Fortune During Term He 
Lacks Capacity to Direct Af- 
fairs of Nation--Extravagdhnce | 
Permeates Everything. 


Washington, January 4.—Had the 
president's daughter and son, Miss 
Helen and Robert Taft, remained in 
the house gallery a few minutes 
longer today they would have heard 
their father roundly criticised by 
Representative Adair, of Indiana, for 
alleged extravagances of the execu-, 
tive department. 

Mr. Adair said the president's sal- 
ary should not have been increased to 
$75,000 a year, adding that a presi- 
dent “with practically no expense, 
who could not save from an income of 
$50,000 a year a sufficient sum to live 
in ease the balance of his life, in my 
judgment does not have sufficient 
business capacity to direct the af- 
of this great nation.” 

$35,000 for Vehicles. 

Attacking the allowance of $35,000 
for vehicles, stables, Mr. Adair 
argued that this was $30,000 too much, 
and he also asserted that one-third of 
the $9,000. allowance for care of the 
White House greenhouses would. fur- 
nish the president with all the flows 
ers he can possibly use. 

Without depriving. the president of 
any of the comforts or luxuries which 
properly belong to the White House, 
Mr. Adair said the appropriations of 
the executive department, which were 
$329,420 last year, could be reduced 

least $75,000 per year. 

Mr. Adair declared that appropria- 
tions for all purposes could be reduced 
at least $100,000,000 a year without im- 
pairing any part of the government 
service. 

“Extravagance 
everything through 
ice.” he said, amid democratic ap- 
plause. “Congress has been voting 
away teh people's money until we have 
reached a point where the revenues are 
not sufficient to meet our enormous 
expenditures.” 

Opposes Pension Scheme. 

Opposing the proposition to pension 
government employees, Mr. Adair gaid 
the departments in Washington were 
crowded .with incompetents, and if 
thex had failed to lay aside part of 
their earnings for a rainy day, the 
failure was due to ne fault of the gov- 
ernment. 

Characterizing the government de- 
tective service ag the ‘‘dumping ground’ 
for those wh ohad rendered political 
service, Mr. Adair said that outside of 
the beneftis @erived from the work of 
the meat and pure food inspectors, the 
$7,126,000 appropriated for that servee 
last year had been wasted. 

“There is more extravagance in the 
army and navy than in any other de- 
partments of our government,” said Mr. 
Adair. “It is enough to bankrupt any 
government in the world to spend 
$238.132,699 each year for the main- 
tenance of its army and navy, and 
that, too, in time of peace.”

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DELIVERY CHARGE 
CAUSES COMPLAINT 


Rev. Cary Kicks on Western 
Union—Superintendent 
Lloyd Replies. 


The following communication comes 
to The Constitution: 


Editor Constitution: I refer to the 
toll exacted by the Western Union Tel- 
egraph Company on all telegrams de- 
livered in Atlanta beyond a certain 
limit of 10 cents each. For example, I 
live two blocks beyond North Jackson 
streat, on Johnson avenue, and receiv- 
ing a telegram Christmas eve of con- 
gratulations, prepaid, | was required to 
pay 10 cents for its delivery. And this 
is ‘the unreasonable rule of this com- 
pany on all telegrams delivered beyond 
a certain distance from the central of- 
fice, even though the telegram has 
been paid for by the sender. 

Can anybody give a sound reason for 
this unjust exaction? Why should 
the receiver be compelled to pay a tax 
on a telegram, when the sender has 
already paid it? And yet this is just 
what is demanded by this rich corpora- 
tion. It is about time for somebody to 
speak out, and certainly it is time for 
the railroad commission to take hold of 
this unjust procedure, lay hands upon 
this company, and put a stop to this 
unreasonable tax, which the common 
people must pay into its rich coffers. 

Why should not the Southern Express 
Company be allowed to charge an extra 
tax upon all packages delivered beyond 
certain limits within the city- limits? 
Why should not the postoffice authori- 
ties require an extra tax upon all spe- 
cial delivery letters? There is just as 
much reason in one as in the other. 

Here is a case which should move 
The Constitution and the other papers 
to speak out.

When called upon for a statement 
in reply to the card of Rev. Clement 
C, Carey,‘ ¢omplaining of the exaction 
of delivery charges upon telegrams 
delivered: béyond the established free 
delivery limits, Mr. George W. Lloyd, 
superintendent of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, said: 

‘T feel sufe that if the reverend 
doctor will give the matter a little 
thought, he will reach the conclu- 


sion’ that without the rule complained 


applies equally to that sn teh 


of, it would be impossible for tele- 


graph companies to'transact business. 

“Free delivery limits are established 
by telegraph companies and are also 
fixed by the railroad commission of 
Georgia, and-within such limits tele- 
graph companies send for telegrams 
and del’ver them absolutely without 
charge to the patron, although the 
service entails considerable expense to 
the company. 

“If,the reverend doctor will under- 
take to send a note by any regular 
bicycle or other messenger to or from 
any point within the established free 
delivery limits in Atlanta or other 
Georgia cities, he wlll find it will cost 
him from 10 cents upward, varying 
with the distancest involved. 

“Now, suppose a gentleman in any 
Georgia city, say, Savannah, rings for 
a telegraph messenger boy, who calls 
for the telegram and turns it over to 
the Western Union at its Savannah 
office for telegraphic transmission to 
Atlanta, requiring continuous equip- 
ment and current between both cities 
and requiring operators at each end 
of the line, and frequently at Iinter- 
mediate points, and the message, as 
received at the Atlanta office, is 
tratiscribed, copied, enclosed and ad- 
dressed, and then forwarded by mes- 
senger boy to the addressee, say, one 
mile from the Atlanta office. What 
cost does the service involve to the 
patron of the company? 

“The usual charge of 10 cents for 
messenger boy in Savannah is borne 
by the telegraph company, and the 


gervice for delivering the message in 
i 


usual charge of 10 cents for messenger | 


Atlanta is borne by the company; so 
what does the patron pay for the act- 
ual telegraphic services rendered, in- 
cluding the item of liability assumed 
by the company? 

“As Dr. Carey doubtless Knows, the 
rates for telegraph service are fixed 
by the railroad commission of Georgia, 
and the rate for ordinary messages in 
Georgia has been fixed at the minimum 
allowed by any state in the union, to- 
wit, 25 cents per message. So that the 
entire service, from the hands of the 
writer of the message in Savannah, to 
{ts delivery at the home of the ad- 
dressee, within the free delivery lim- 
its of Atlanta must be rendered for 
the sum of 25 cents. 

“That this compensation has not 
been remunerative is shown by the 
sworn figures filed with the railroad 
commission of Georgia by both tele- 
Sraph companies doing business in this 
state, and wWhiclp establish the fact that 
both companies have been for many 
years doing business in Georgia at an 
actual net loss of revenue. 

‘Beyond the established free delive 
ery limits, the expense of long-distance 
deliveries by messenger is an added 
charge to the service, depending neces- 
sarily upon the distance involved. 

“In the case of Dr. Carey, who resides 
beyond the Boulevard, fairly on the way 
to Copenhill, the charge paid to the 
telegraph company for extra delivery 
was actually 50 per cent less than thse 
tariff allowed by the rule of the rail- 
road commission for performing the 
service. 

“If he will give the matter further 
investigation he will, I am sure, agreé 
that the rule of the railroad commis- 
sion allowing telegraph companies to 
charge for the delivery of messages 
beyond the established free delivery 
limits is not only just, but necessary, 
and that no other measure of the 
charge can operate better than the 
mileage basis.”’

WORK BEING A 
AT NEGRO 


; ACCOMPLISHED 
FARM SCHOOL 


Edito® Constitution: You have been 
so helpful to us in the operation of our 
work here, that we feel it is our duty 
to let you know what we have ac- 
complished during the past year. 

With an average of 25 students 13 
working 8 hours per day, and going 
to school at night, and 10 going to 
school in theday and working after 
school is out, we have grown and 
harvested 600 bushels of corn; 100 
bushels of cowpeas, 8 bales of cétton, 
600 bales of hay, 50,000 head of cab- 
bage, 4,000 pounds of turnip salad, 400 
bushels of sweet potatoes, 100 bushels 
of okra, 2,000 dozen bunches of onions, 
200 bushels of snap beans, 1,000 water- 
melons. s 

In addition to these farm crops, we 
have made and sold in the city of 
Atlanta 30,400 quarts ef sweet milk, 
5,000 quarts of buttermilk, 900 pounds 
of first-class creamery butter, 1,000 
pounds of pork, and have on hand f0 
head of hogs to be slaughtered. 

From the above farm produd¢ts, we 
have realized in cash $4,233.70 for the 
year. The lowest point cash receipts 
from the farm—$213.60—was reached 
in December, 1909, and the highest 
point in cash receipt# from the farm— 
$500 for month—was reached in Oc- 
tober. Thus we have had an average 
of $353 per month for the year 1909. 

I call attention to this because 
emphasizes two things:

A gardener was kept in Springvale 
park until the. $250 appropriated by 
your honorable body for the place was 
exhausted. Before he began work, and 
after he left, it presented a very re- 
grettable appearance. Although it is 
one of the most beautiful spots in the 
city, and notwithstanding the fact that 
it contains a large number of very 
handsome shrubs, in its present condi- 
tion Springvale park is no credit to 
the park department, and it is certainly 
nothing for the city to be proud of. 
We earnestly recommend that you 
give us this year an appropriation that 
will be sufficient to care for this park. 


Ansley Triangtes. 


One of the Ansley triangles on Fif- 
teenth street, near Peachtree street, 
was improved during the year.

New York, January 4.<-The strin- 
gency- in the call’ money rate relaxed 
today and prices of stocks rallied, thus 
reversing the protess of yesterday. 
Corresponding changes occurred in 
Stock market sentiment regarding the 
expected presidential messages. Al- 
lowance must be made for the natural 
forces of reaction in the significance 
attached to the movements of prices 
Of stocks. The easing of the money 
market was due, in part, directly to 
the liquidation in the stock market, 
which was forced or influenced by the 
calling of loans, The. banks thus in- 
creased their resources and the stock 
market lessened its demands for 
money. The precipitate fall in prices 
yesterday also carried with it a growth 
in the short interest in the market, 
and demand from this source for coy- 
ering purposes was a material factor 
in rallying the market. There was 
enough show of support in today’s 
market to take away the appearance 
of an abandonment of the speculation 
by its recent powerful supporters, an 
appearance which was of great infiu- 
ence in discouraging the speculative 
sentiment yesterday. 

The process of liquidation was push- 
ed to further lengths in the early part 
of today’s market and the level of 
prices, at one time, was 1 to 2 pwints 
lower than yesterday’s close quite gen- 
erally. The call loan market opened 
at 9 per cent and the urgency of the 
demand contributed to the selling pres- 
sure In stocks. When it was seen that 
the day's principal requirements had 
been filled without exceeding the rate 
and the figures began to decline, the 
Stock market began to right itself. The 
character of the buying and bidding 
up in Southern Pacific served as as- 
surance that influential Support was 
being extended. The strength of this 
Stock ultimately spread its eect by 
sympathy through the rest of the mar- 


The morning’s reports of ifie con- 
ference at the white house yesterday 
between the president and the execu- 
tive heads of several great railroaa 
systems confirmed the uneasiness 
caused by yesterday's repofts and had 
much to do with the morning declines 
In prices of stocks.

LATEST MARKET REPORTS 


UNDER BEAR PRESSURE 
COTTON DECLINED 


Market Was Nervous and Un- 
settled and There Was 
Heavy Liquidation. 


New York, January 4.—The cotton 

market was very nervous and unsét- 
4lied again today, and seemed to be 
imeeting more aggressive opposition 
from local bears, who were probably 
encouraged by continued heavy liquid- 
ation and somewhat less satisfactory 
reports regarding the spot. situation. 
The close was steady at a net decline 
of 10@20 points. 
_ The market opened steady, but first 
prices showed a loss of 11@16 points 
and the active months quickly sold 
27. points net lower, jn respones to 
weak cables, liquidation and selling by 
spot houses and straddlers. This de- 
cline carried May eontracts down to 
16.06, or 40 points below the high rec- 
ords for the season, made last month, 
and around tuis level leading southern 
bulls came to the market's support. 
Stop orders had been uncovere@on the 
early break, but when these had been 
executed, the pressure against prices 
was less urgent, some recent sellers 
for a reaction turned to cover, and 
the market gradually worked up to 
about 16.20 for May, or within 13 
points of last night’s close. Offerings 
increased on the bulge, however, and 
while the market subsequently showed 
& somewhat steadier tone. with bull 
support increasing on moderate dips, 
late fluctuations reflected extreme 
nervousness in speculative’ circles. 
There were private reports from the 
south claiming a withdrawal of spot 
demand and more liberal offerings, but 
the southern spot markets officially 
reported early were generally ' §un- 
changed. It is now said that the re- 
port of the National Ginners’ Associa- 
tion will be issued on Thursday, giv- 
ing the amount of cotton ginned to 
January 1. The report of the census 
bureau is expected at the opening on 
Monday morning. Private cables at- 
tributed the decline in Liverpool to a 
poor trade demand and continental 
selling.
